Ground on Stockdale, Ranch Covered 
With Dead Pests After Trees Are 
Fumigated.

| MAKING iT PLEASANT. 
MPROVEMENTS 
‘FOR HOSPITAL. 


MORE ROOM is IMPERATIVE AT 
COUNTY INSTITUTION. 


—— 


Old Kitchen Will Be Turned into 
New Ward—Records Broken for 
influx of Patients so Far This 
Month—Coffins Traded for Milk. 
Grounds Are Beautified. 

* 


Architect Hudson is completing the 
plans for the proposed improvements at 
the County Hospital. Yesterday there 
was a conference between the architect, 
Superintendent Barber, and Supervisor 
Alexander, and several changes were 
adopted in the plans for the proposed 
addition to the nurses’ headquarters. 

There is to be a new hospital kitchen, 
which is one of the great wants of the 
institution. The old kitchen has been 
a sore spot in hospital discussion for 
many months past; but Inspector of 
Restaurants Schwegel visited the place 
a short time age, and gave it a “good 
name,” by declaring that it far ex- 
ceeded in its general condition the 
kitchens of many of the pretentious 
downtown eating places. 

However, the fact remains that the 
hospital at the present time is doing 
its cooking in the same kitchen, and 
with practically the same equipment 
that was prawided for it years ago, 
when there was not one-half the num- 
ber of pdtients now cared for daily. 

The new kitchen will be located di- 
rectiy in front of the engine building 
and laundry, and back of the long cor- 
ridor connecting the new pavilions with 
the original frame buildings. It will be 
of brick and concrete, and in general 
style will conform to the other new 
buildings of the group. 

Its general dimensions will be 42x144 
feet. The basement will contain store- 
rooms, and the first floor will have a 
kitchen, with modern 
and three  dining-rooms. 
One of these is the general dining-room 
for patients who are able to get about; 
the other is for consumptives, who are 
separated from the other patients, and 
the third 2 — will be for the 
nurses and assistgnts. On the upper 
floor there will be a dormitory divided 
into sixteen rooms, and with accommo- 
dations for thirty nurs@s and assistants. 

With this buliding ready for use, the 
quarters now occupied by the hospital 
kitchen can be vacated and fitted up 
for a ward which will accommodate 
twenty-five patients. 

ROOM FOR NURSES. 

A new wing is to be built to the 
nurses’ building. It will be similar in 
design and sige to the present bullding, 
and will stand to the northeast of that 
structure. The two will be connected 
by a corridor, and in the space between 
these wings there will be erected a din- 
ing-room. This is to be a one-story 
building, with fat roof. The walls will 
be capped with a rustic railing, and the 
piace will be turned into a roof garden, 
while the concrete porch in front of the 
entire space between the two wings wil! 
be built in the pergola style. with 
eucalyptus timbers to be used for the 
airy open-work effect. 

While the hospital management al- 
ways expects a rush of patients during 
the time of the greatest tourist travel, 
through the dumping into this commun- 
ity of many unfortunates who should 
never have left their homes, a surprise 
was in store for this month. August 
has come within one patient of breaking 
the record for numbers. 

As a general thing. August's record is 
a light one; but on the ninth day of this 
month there were 03 patients in the 
hospital. It was also a record-breaker 
as to number of patients received. 
There were twenty-one new cases in 
the one day. They came by ambulance, 
on street cars, by private conveyance, 
and one man came actually carrying 
his wife in his arms. The management 
was frantic for room, and _ corridors 
were utilized, porches were converted 
into temporary wards, and

For the past week the average num- 
ber of patients has been 270, as against 
224 for the same period last year. There 


There is no leprosy 
at the hospital now, nor has there been 
for the past year or more. People often 
inquire about the leper’s ward in awed 
curiosity, and rather resent it when 
the explanation is made that there are 
no lepers at the hospital. 
COFFINS AND MILK.

It is a pecullar condition of trade or 
barter which actually brings about this 
state of affairs at the hospital. For 
some time there has been an exchange 
of commodities between the hospital 
and the County Farm. The farm sends 
up to the hospital garden vegetables, 
eges and chickens, but these do not be- 
gin to meet the demand. But the 
County Farm has a fine dairy herd and 
its milk supply is ample for the hospi- 
tal. Each morning the Salt Lake train 
brings up the days milk supply. 

Now the County Hospital has a work- 
shop in one of ita basements, wherein 
the ewsome work of making coffins, 
certain to be filled by some of the pa- 
tients lying in the cots on the floors 
above, goes on. From time to time 
there accumulates a surplus ot these 
coffins, and whenever there is a demand

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MEAT DRIVERS STRIKE. 


Gotham Faces Famine in Food as Re- 
sult of Walk-out of Packing- 
house Wagon Men. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 
NEW YORK. Aug. 22.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch] Every driver of a packing- 
house delivery wagon in New York 
struck at 4 o'clock this afternoon.

Dozen Youngsters Arrested by Pe- 
lice at Request of Chief Lips for 
Causing Fire Fighters te Work 
Overtime—Al most a Panic at Head- 
quarters—Sheep King on Trial. 


Just an even dosen, bright-eyed, 
smart little boys were arraigned in 
Police Court yesterday, charged with 
having caused a panic in the fire de- 
partment by plugging in every alarm- 
box they could find. 

For the past two weeks many re- 
ports have been received_at headquar- 
ters to the effect that false alarms 
were being sent in at every station. 
A dozen times men and Rorses went 
dashing to an alleged fire in answer to 
an emergency call, only to find it a 
false alarm. On several occasions ac- 
cidents were narrowly averted. 

Chief Lips, in despair, called in the 
members of the detective service, and 
appealed to them to relieve the situa- 
tion. The Westlake neighborhood 
caused the most trouble, and the offi- 
cers were sent there. They did not 
have long to wait. A well-dressed lit- 
tle boy sidled up to a fire box and 
broke In the glass with a stone. A 
turn of the key, and an alarm went 
into the Westlake station. 

Then, in rapid succession, the alarms 
came in from various parts of town. 
Three alarms came in from Pico, three 
‘more from East Sixth street, while a 
rapid scattering of alarms caused the 
fire boys to work like troopers keeping 
the horses in shape. . 

Shortly after noon yesterday the fire- 
alarms ceased. The chief didn’t know 
what had happened, but the officers 
have a zen little boys in court await- 
inig trial on misdemeanor charges. 

This fire-alarm business is. more 
dangerous than the violation of the 
fender ordinance,’’ remarked one prose- 
cuting attorney, yesterday. The boys 
insist in sending in the alarms. The 
fire department. has no means of 
knowing whether that alarm is legit!- 
mate or not.

This season the crops in the exten- 
sive potato-raising 
North, along the Sacramento River, 
were completely destroyed by foods. 


enough for a second yield. 


than 500,000 sacks left on the Sacra- 
mento River. This was sixty days’ 
supply for the State. 
immense shortage for home use neces- 
sitated depending on the East until 
the local June crop. 

The floods in the North came early 
and washed away thousands of acres 
of reclaimed land. The 
yield was then left to supply Nevada, 
Arizona and New Mexico, which ac- 
counts for the high level in prices. 

The northern dealers spent thou- 
sands of dollars to pump off the land 
and get in an early crop. Many suc- 
ceeded, and it is now anticipated that 
this year’s Sacramento River yield to 
many planters will exceed that of last 
year’s net crop by 50 per cent. How- 
ever, much of the replanted land has 

n exhausted as concerns 
raising, so that, 
northern crop will not be more than 


an average one. 

The southern will be heavier 
than for years, with a realization to 
farmers, in opinion of local dealers, 
of above 100 per cent. It is difficult to 
get an estimate of the southern crop, 
as it is scattered over several coun- 
ties. The acreage planted in potatoes 
this season is many times more than 
that of last, and it is asserted :that 
this will be the greatest tato-pro- 
ducing year in the history of the south- 
ern part of the State. N

EXPECT BITTER CAMPAIGN. . 


Disincorporation Fight te Be One of 
the Hottest Ever at Ocean 
| Park. 


OCEAN PARK, Aug. 22.—Just as 
soon as the City Trustees ‘complete 
the passage of the ordinance calling 
the disincorporation election and give 
official notice of the date of the elec- 
tion, one of the most bitter campaigns 
ever waged along there shores will be 
on in real earnest. 

Lined up for disincorporation are 
practically the entire Venetian inter- 
ests, headed by the Abbot Kinney 
Company, the Venice Chamber of Com- 
merce and its allied committees. The 
nm was really commenced with 
the filing of the petition praying for 
the election. is was nine weeks 
ago, but the dilatory tactics pursued 
by the City ‘Trustees have been re- 
sponsible for a delay in action until 
this time, although the ordinance 
passed two weeks ago fixed the date 
for the election as next April. 

This action caused the disincorpora- 
tion element to carry the matter be- 
fore the Court of Appeals, where a suit 
is now pending. The calling of the 
election un no doubt result in the 
dismissal of this suit, although others 
are pending.

The increased consumption and les.

vital question of developing new 
sources of power for the future. In 
Italy, for example, which has no coal 
deposits, the government is engaged 
in extensive developments of water 
power, which the Italians, poetic even 
in the affairs of practical fe, call 
“white power,” in contradistinction to 
the “black power,” obtained by the 
burning of coal.

Hughes, for the first time 
in its history, has shown how the 
State may derive a handsome revenue 
from the water wer phich it-allowe 
private corporations to develop, and 
the State Water Storage Commission 
estimates the possible annual profit 
from the water power in the State at 
the enormous figure of $18,000,000.

Traffic Manager Joseph McMillan of 
the Pacific Electric and Los Angeles 
Inter-Urban lines paid his respects in 
an interview yesterday to extremists of 
the Robert Loucks and Dr. John -R. 
Haynes type; also to their newspaper 
ally, the Examiner. He places the rail- 
road cases in the hands of the people 
for the judgment as to what is right 
and what Is wrong in the matter of fen- 
ders on inter-urban cars. He character- 
izes the acts of the city prosecutors as 
persecution and hints at bad faith on 
their part in failing to await the result 
of his first appeal to the Superior Court 
from the judgment of the Police Court, 
finding him guilty of violating the fen- 
der ordinance. 

McMillan pleaded not guilty before 
Justice Rose yesterday to four charges 
of violation of the ordinance. He was 
released upon depositing a check for 
$1000 bail. Several motormen and con- 
ductors, arrested on similar charges in 
Wednesday's raids, were arraigned at 
the same time and upon instruction 
from the railroad manager each pleaded 
not guilty and was released when the 
railroad company furnished $100 bail tor 
each individual. : 

WILL CARRY CASES UP. 


It was announced by McMillan yes- 
terday that the cases would be carried 
to the Supreme Court if necessary. He 
was fined $300 in Justice Frederickson’s 
court several days ago for permitting 
inter-urban cars to operate in the city 
streets Without fenders. An appeal in 
this case fs pending in the Superior 
Court. Superior Judge Bordwell has 
granted a temporary injunction re- 
straining the city authorities from in- 
terfering with the operation of inter- 
urban cars pending the result of the 
appeal. 

Should the appeal fail, City Prosecu- 
tor Fleming says he wil resume the 
raids on fenderless cars. In that event, 
McMillan repeats that cars to and from 
suburban points will stop at the city 
limits, transferring passengers to city 
cars.

\EEMING LIFE 
IN THE OCEAN. 


REVELATIONS AT THE SPAWNING 
GROUNDS OF HERRING. 


Vast Quantities of Spawn Washed 
Ashore and Used by Farmers as 
Land Fertilizer—Nevertheless the 
Sheals of Fish Grow Despite the 
Onsiaughts, 


— — 


A trip with the fishermen who go 
to meet the great armies of herring 
on the leisurely semi-annual mi- 
gration to the spawning grounds is a 
revelation in the way of affording a 
conception of the immense number of 
these fish. 

It is even exciting to catch a sight 
of the herring school for the first time. 
The sea glitters far as the eye can 
reach with the reflected sheen from the 
silver-sided multitude. The air vi- 
brates with the wings of innumerable 
gannets and other gulls, swooping as 
often as appetite calls to snatch an- 
other meal from the prodigal provi- 
sion beneath. There is a #plashing, 
romping fringe on three sides of seals, 
white, piglike porpoises, little blue 
herring sharks, with now and then 
the snakelike tail of a gram stand- 
ing bolt upright a dozen t out of 
the water. . 

The great curtain nets, as well as 
the seines, have to be of the stout- 
est materials, or they would be, as 
inded they often are, smashed by the 
dead weight of the multitude. The side 
ropes and meshes are at certain sea- 
sons encrusted several feet thick with 
herring spawn, which gives the water 
a milky appearance for miles. But all 
this does not give one such an idea of 
the amazing size of these eilver-clad 
armies of the sea as does a walk on 
the beach In some of the New Bruns- 
wick coastal counties after a heavy 
gale in the 8 time. The eggs of 
the herring fall at that season through 
the water, and in gummy clusters affix 
themselves to rocks and stones at the 
bottom. 

VALUABLE AS FERTILIZER. 

Each one is about a quarter of an 
inch in size, protected by a fairly 
stout gelatinous, slightly horny shell. 
These are often thrown out by heavy 
gales and lle upon the shore knee 
deep. Farmers themselves. for 
days carting these eggs to their fields, 
where they form a valuable manure. 

An observer in Pleasant Bay, on 
the Magdalen Islands, reported that 
the sand was “covered two or three 
feet deep with them for several 
miles.“ No uninstrueted person 
could believe that these incredible 
masses of marine flotsam were of 
animal origin. There are thousands 
of tons of them, each ton aggregating 
millions of potential herrings. 

The shoals herrings are never ap- 
preciabiy smaller. in spite of the vast 
quantites of spawn thus destroyed by 
gales or high tides, Each herring, it 
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about 30,000 eggs each season. The 
old naturalists used to calculate the 
number as ten times as great. 

The fishermen take thousands of 
barrels of mature herrings each year. 
The lobster fi alone uses 40,000 
barrels for bait: the cod fishery many 
times that number. The manufacture 
of herring oll disposes of 
numbers also. Each barrel of fish 
produces nearly three gallons of oil 
and a fifth of a ton of expensive fish 

0. nly the best fish are parreled 
or sale. ‘ 
NUMEROUS IN PACIFIC. 

On the Pacific coast the fish are 
even more numerous than on this side 
of the continent. In one year one of 
the American companies, the Alaska 
Oil and Guano Company, shipped 172,- 
000 gallons of herring oil, 1200 tons of 
guano and 192 barrels of choice her- 
rings. This represented about 60,000 
barrels of herrings. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of barrels are taken altogether 
in American waters each year. 

How these prodigious armies of fish 
get their living in the sea has only 
been exactly determined during the 
past few years. In fact experiments 
to perfect the proof are still going on 
along this coast. 

Following to a logical conclusion the 
argument that all animal life depends 
directly or indirectly upon the vege- 
table kingdom, a dragnet composed of 
the finest sort of bolting cloth, as 
used by millers, was drawn slowly 
béhind a steamer across a bay. 
result was surprising. An acre of 
gait water, it was discovered, age 
duces about as much vegetation in a 
year as an acre of good meadow land. 

One great naturalist has computed 
that if one of a countless nunsber of 
varying minute organisms was al- 
lowed perfect development without 
any counteracting destruction for one 
month the product would be many 
times larger than the sun: One little 
plant manipulates itself by breaking 
in two about five times a day and be- 
comes mature in three hours. 

An immense number of tiny animals 
browse upon this rapidly increasing 
herbage, and together with it consti- 
tute plankton, which is the scientific 
name for this prepared ration of meat | 
and greens dealt out in amazing quan- 
tities at nature's free lunch counter.
